“ Justice is slowly pushing

I he greatest shame of all the politi 
cal infamy is the plea of the sta ­ 
tute of limitations. 
The public eve 
of Indiana is centered on the court# 
in fhis crisis. The courts belong to 
the people, and technically, interfer­ 
ence and invisible 
manipulation of 
court procedure must end in Indiana 
just as definitely as the barter and 
s;de of public office must end. This 
public eye is watching closely every 
movement of judge and 
jury 
be­ 
cause of the public 
consciousness 
that the peoples’ last refuge is 
an 
lonorahle and incorruptible 
judi­ 
ciary. One of the situations that has 
given me courage was the knowledge 
that there are 
honorable 
judges 
and lawyers left yet who will serve 
the people as the alw hooks intended 
them to lie served.

Jardine in his annual report. 


Pointing out that 
the 
farm er’s 
dollar now has a buying power on­ 
ly eight per cent below the prewar 
index level, Jardine outlines specific 
ideas for continuing improvemnt of 
the farmer’s lot. 


He favored extension of; coopera­ 
tive marketing, urging a statute for 
large farm business organizations, 
owned and controlled 
by 
f.arrners 


and managed by strong executives 
chosen by the producers. 


Tie opposed government partici­ 
pation in farm business, and espec­ 
ially opposed governmental price fix 
ing. 


He favored a federal farm hoard, 
to protect both farmers’ 
and 
the 
public’s 
interests, 
and 
advocated 
long term mortgage 
credits 
for 
farmers. 


The states, he said, could aid m a­ 
terially in putting 
agriculture 
on 
a firmer basis by correcting certain 
banking, taxation and «public expen­ 
diture practices. In this connection, 
he noted that many 
sections 
are 
“ over banked,” leading 
to 
bank 
failures and consequent bankruptcy 
Cor some farmers. 


Tie advised against a change 
in 
present tariffs, and counselled a lter­ 
ations to reileve 
the agriculturist 
of some onerous tax burdens. 


Jardine also emphasized that aid, 
other than financial, could be given 
the farmer so his net income would 
increase. Public agencies, 
for in­ 
stance, could 
cooperate with 
the 
farmer to achieve a better balance 
between production and demand. 
“ Efforts 
should 
be made,” 
lie 
said, “ to diminish waste, to lessen 
margins between 
producers’ 
and 
consumers’ prices, to reduce tran s­ 
portation and distribution costs, and 
to lessen 
the 
farm er’s 
overhead 
charges by lowering or redistribut­ 
ing tax burdens by improving agri­ 
culture credit 
facilities. 
Farmers 
should be 
encouraged 
to enhance 
their bargaining power through co- 
operative marketing and the respon­ 
sibility of the 
public in helping to 
reduce price fluctuations due to un- 
aviodable gluts and shortages 
of 
agriculture products should be re­ 
cognized in a practical manner.” 
Concerning cotton, Jardine said, 
“ from the standpoint of price, the 
improvement has been

and it is estimated that should cot­

(iovernor Jackson and two others 
indicted with him for conspiracy to 
conceal an attempt at bribery, must 
stand trial before a jury of 
their 
peers, Special 
Judge 
Montgomery 
ruled in the Marion county criminal 
court late Friday afternoon. The 
court held t ha t the indictment was 
sufficient, in that it informed the de­ 
fendants of the nature of the 
of­ 
fense with which they were charged. 
1 lie attorneys for the defence had 
maintained, in 
their 
motion 
to 
quash, that the charge did not con­ 
stitute1 a public offense. 
The ruling furthermore set out that 
even though the date gi\en in the in­ 
dictment was plainly incorrect, 
it 
was immaterial because it was 
not 
the essence of the offense. Tin* 
de­ 
fendants alleged in their motion to 
throw out the indictment that 
a 
week elapsed between the time when 
the conspiracy could have begun and 
when it was alleged to have 
begun 
by the criminal charge. 
The 
special 
judge 
upheld 
the 
state’s contention that the three al­ 
leged conspirators 
concealed 
the 
bribe offer from public 
knowledge, 
making 
prosecution 
within 
two 
years impossible, thus rendering in­ 
operative the statute of limitations 
on which the defense relied to 
win 
the case. 
To most people this may seem as 
so much legal verbiage. It is enough 
to know that Governor Jackson and 
his former law partner and Ku Klux 
Kiau attorney, Robert 1. Marsh, to­ 
gether with George Y. Uotlin, repub­ 
lican political boss of Marion coun­ 
ty, must stand trial on the indict­ 
ment. The ruling is a victory for the 
people of Indiana. It means that the 
c a s e is now stripped of all its red 
tape and that the technicalities 
of 
law cannot now prevent a fair and 
impartial hearing of 
the 
evidence 
and a just verdict. 
The surprising thing, a s has been 
said here before, is that these three 
mvn, if they are innocent, 
should 
try to hide behind the statute 
of 
limitations. No one will doubt their 
innocence ii it is proved that 
they 
are not guilty. But il they had

caped trial by the method sought,

prepared to enroll persons in any 
of the various club 
offers 
which 


they have. 


The American National bank is 


preparing to mail $20,000 in checks, 
and these checks represent a total 
of 800 checks or members of 
the 


club. 


The Rush County National bank 


will mail out $15,000 in checks, and 
there are 350 persons enrolled in 
the memberships this year. 


The Rushville National Bank is 


placing in the mail checks that total 
$8,500 and these checks go out to 
150 different persons. 


There are 2G4 memberships in the 


clubs at the Farmers Trust company 
and this institution will pay out $6,-

Opposes Governent Participation In 
Farm Business, Especially Gov- 


ernment Price Fixing

Washington, Dee. 3—(U.PJ—Better 


times for farmers were 
predicted 


today byj Secretary of Agriculture 
Jardine in his annual report. 


Pointing out that the farmer's 


dollar now has a buying power on- 
ly eight per cent below the prewar 
index level, Jardine outlines specific 
ideas for continuing improvemnt of 
the fanner's lot. 


He favored extension oC coopera- 


tive marketing, urging a statute for 
large farm business organizations, 
owned and controlled 
by 
farmers 


and managed by strong executives 
chosen by the producers. 


He opposed government partici- 


pation in farm business, and espec- 
ially opposed governmental price fix 
ing. 


He favored a federal farm board1, 


to protect both farmers' • and 
the 


public's interests, and advocated 
long term mortgage credits 
for 


farmers. 


- The states, he said, could aid ma- 
terially in putting agriculture 
on 


a firmer basis by correcting certain 
banking, taxation and public expen- 
diture practices. In this connection^ 
he noted that many sections 
are 


"over banked," leading to bank 
failures and: consequent bankruptcy 
£or some farmers. 


He advised against a change in 


present tariffs, and counselled alter- 
ations to reileve the agriculturist 
of some onerous tax burdens.. 


Jardine also emphasized that aid, 


other than financial, could be given 
the farmer so his net income would 
increase. Public agencies, for in- 
stance,, could cooperate iwith 
the 


farmer to achieve a 'better balance 
between production and demand. 


"Efforts 
should be made," he 


said, "to diminish waste, to lessen 
margins between producers' 
and 


consumers' prices, to reduce trans- 
portation and distribution costs, and 
to lessen the farmer's 
overhead 


charges by lowering or redistribut- 
ing tax burdens by, improving agri- 
culture credit 
facilities. 
Farmers 


should ibe encouraged to enhance 
their bargaining1 power through co- 
operative marketing and the respon- 
sibility of the public in helping to 
reduce1 priee fluctuations due to un- 
aviodable gluts and shortages of 
agriculture products should be re- 
cognized in a practical manner." 


Concerning cotton, Jardine said, 


"from the standpoint of price, the 
improvement has been remarkable 
and it is estimated that should cot- 
ton continue at the present level, re- 
turns to farmers for lint alone will 
exceed by about $150,000,000 the 
income from last year's crop."
